Is it not an outrage, not alone on justice,\ 
but on our common humanity, that such 
person, whose‘presence in a court of law 
may be deemed necessary, should be 
dragged through the . public streets, 
‘guarded by a body of armed policemen, 
and made. the laughing-stock of creatures 
who but a few weeks since were hie 
cringing employees? Such an outrag 
was perpetrated in Hongkong. to-day. 
The S¢/tirh assault cases-were heard lately 


atthe Police, Court with the result that 


Captain Crowe: was sentenced to six 
weeks’ imprisonment with hard labour, 
aid his chief officer, Enison Crowe, 
to three months, The latter was 
subsequently charged with having caused

GREAT EARTHQUAKE IN JAAN. 
' nea a 
PARTICULARS OF THE DAMAGE, 


Now that more detailed reports have reached us 
regarding Wednesday afternoon's terrible tImes 
in Tokyo and Yokohama, says the Hyogo News 
of June 2and, we are better able to reallse the 
severity’ of the earthquake shock lasting. 90 
seconds. The damage done seems to have 


been very geners] im both citles, and it lea . %Y 


matter for exceeding congratulation that there 
were 50 Comparatively few fatalilics or even 
serlous casualtics, The.tea-firlng godown at 
No, 258 suffered severely, and as many as 
twenty-five were {tjured in this one place three 
belng killed, and six others almost hopelessly 
Injured. “Along the Bluff the bavoc wrought 
was feasful, chimneys down and rools 
broken belng’ ihe nature of the report 
And tn the Native Town 
houses collapsed altogether, almost without 
waroiog to their frightened inmates. This new 
calamity coming upon Yokohama so soon alter 
two destructive fires, must tend to spread dlsmay 
among her people, and to excite envy ‘of our 
plactd life in this place, . But on this Jast 
occasion Yokobama h:d by no means a& 
monopoly of the dreaded visttation, In Tokyo 
the shock was equally. severe and Its results 
even more generallydumaging, Thirty lives are 
reposted to have becn lost, 126 persons ii jured, 
29 buildings wrecked, 2743 buildings damaged, 
and 168 chimneys laid low, These figures take 
no account of the damage done by the fire 
that followed. Of. both killed and wounded
